Need for priority food production necessitated the 
use all available greenhouse space for vegetables, 
and fuel economy required the minimising com- 
plete abolition heat winter. all vulnerable 
regions, the enemy showed lack discrimina- 
tion, and the ineffectiveness glass standing 
blast all too familiar sight glasshouses large 
and small, town and country, private garden 
nursery. The Cactus and Succulent Society Great 
Britain suspended its publication and meetings. Mrs. 
Vera Higgins lives with her fine collection Croydon, 
most heavily hit all cities during flying 
attacks. 

However, spite all handicaps, succulent-grow- 
ing continues, and continually contacting new col- 
lectors and enthusiasts, many whom have com-

those who perforce leave home for days even weeks 
time, succulents are the ideal plants requiring 
minimum attention; for the foregtful gardener who 
kills all mesophytic plants neglect, they will thrive 
other; for the henpecked husband harassed 
wife charge evacuee children they offer spec- 
tacle mute sanity and imperturbability without the 
possibility misbehavior, grumbles back-answers! 

Again, the perpetual and unyielding struggle the 
succulent xerophyte combatting intensive heat and 
illumination, excessive evaporation, and other natural 
enemies that would scorch any thin-leaved meso- 
and their tenacity life that enables them 

urst out into growth and flower again after the first 
heavy rainfall obvious lesson itself, and 
factor that must command respect, not admiration 


from those who cannot see beauty their weird shapes 
and outlines. 

much for the joys plant collection when 
other forms relaxation are strictly limited. 
addition, there the present popularity succulents 
soaring prices they have been little affected. Minia- 
ture bowls and gardens them are especial favorites 
collectors inevitably accumulate duplicates and surplus 
plants, and these made bowls solve many prob- 
lem for birthday and Christmas presents. 

regards cultivation, what lose some re- 
spects make others—an unexpected source 
supply old mortar rubble (the classic and ideal 
form calcium carbonate for composts for succu- 
lents) has suddenly been opened unlimted 
quantities those inhabiting heavily bombed areas! 
Concerning the restricting greenhouse space, think 
that overcrowding affects cacti and other succulents 
least all, and careful packing toegther the pots 
possible crowd more value into given space 
than any other cultivated plants, including orchids. 
Added this the ease propagation, and 
nurserymen will not prevented from rapidly restor- 
ing their stocks when conditions are again favorable 
even though some species have been reduced num- 
ber single specimen plant. 

The restrictions fuel for greenhouse heating have 
not been without interesting results, and think much 
useful information concerning frost resistance and 
hardiness under different conditions turgidity, dor- 
mancy, exposure, and the like can learned those 
interested. natural consequence has been try 
many species possible (or rather one dare!) out 
doors raised beds and rockeries facing south and 
far possible sheltered from our notoriously un- 
salubrious climate. The results are often surprising 
and contradictory what one would expect.
